DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-6, 8, and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method of gas tank 
ullage determination using temperature sensitive pigments, comprising, said temperature-sensitive 
pigments within color changing coatings applied to the outer surface of the wall of a gas storage 
tank, said coatings when changing color allowing indications imprinted within said coatings to be 
read, said indications defining for a given future temperature the change in pressure of gas stored 
widiin the tank as determined by design calculations using the physical principles of the common 
gas laws is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
